S.O. 752(E).—Whereas the minimum piece rate wages payable to the employees employed in tire 
stone mines in Raison district in the State of Madhya Pradesh were fixed vide notification No S O 
200(E), dated the 24th March, 1984, published in the Gazette of India, Extiaordinaiy, Part-ll, Section 
3(ii) dated the 24th March, 1984; 

AND Whoraas th^ Miaimun pie;e rate wages payable to the emplayeos employed in the stone 
mines in the Faridabad district in the State of Haryana were fixed vide notification No. S.O. 711(E] 

dated 2 7th September, 1985, published in the Gazette of India, Exrtaordinary Part If Section 3 tiit 
dated the 27th September, 1985; .r , i n 3 ^n;, 

And whereas the minimum wa^es Advisory Board Constituted under section 7 of the mini¬ 
mum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) recommended to the Government of India in its 20th meeting 
held on the 4th September, 1986 to extend the minimum piece rate wages payable to the employees 
employed in the stone mines in the Faridabad to the whole of India. 

NOW, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferrd by clause (a) of sub-section (l)of section 
3 read with sub-section (3) thereof and clause (iii) of sub-section (I) of section 4 of the minimum Wages 
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Act, 1948 (11 of 1948), the Central Government in supersession of notifications numbers S.O. 200(E), 
dated 24th March, 1984 and S.O. 711(E), dated the 27th September, 1985 except as respects tilings done 
or omitted to be done before such supersession, makes the following draft proposal for fixing tlie mini¬ 
mum piece rate of wages and minimum guaranteed time rate of wages per day per employee pay¬ 
able in the stone mines in the whole of India, the same is hereby published, as required by clausc(b) 
of sub-section (1) of section 5 of the said Act, for the information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby and therefore, notice is hereby given that the said draft proposal shall be taken into consi¬ 
deration after the expiry of two months from the date on which the copies of this notification as 
published in the Official Gazette are made available to the public. 

2, Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any persons or organisations 
with respect to the said draft proposal within the period specified above will be considered by the Central 
Government. Such objections or suggestions should be addressed to the Secretary, Ministry of Labour, 
Wage Cell, Shram Shakti Bhawan, Rafi Marg, New Delhi-I lOOOI. 

DRAFT PROPOSAL 

The revised minimum piece-rate wages and minimum guaranteed time-rate wages shall con¬ 
sist of (a) basic rate of wages as set out in columns (3) and (4) respectively of the Table annexed to this 
notification and payable to the classes of employees engaged in the work mentioned against them in 
at column (2) thereof; and (b) a special allowance at the rate set out in column (5) of the 
said Table for minimum price rate of wages. The special allowance should be adjusted by the Chief 
Laboiu Co mm issioner (Central) at the interval of every six months commencing on the 1st October and 
1st April on the basis of the average Consumer Price Index number for industrial workers 
(base 1960-='100 for tlxe preceding period of six months ending on th 30th June and the 31st December 
every year, res) pectively.

EXPLANATIONS : 

1. The basic minimum piece-rate of wages are inclusive of the cash value of concessional supply, 
if any, of essential commodities and also includes wages payable for the weekly day of rest. 

2. The minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees employed by contractors also. 

3. Where the prevailing rates of wages based on contract or agreement or otherise are higher then 
the notified rates under the Act, the higher rates should be protected and treated as the mini¬ 
mum rates of wages for the purpose of this notification. 

4. The minimum guaranteed wages i.e. the fail-back wage for all piece raiod employees shall be as 
specified under column 4 of the Table against each category of work. 

5. The employer shall not make any deductions whatsoever from the aforesaid piece-rate of wages 
on account of the cost of explosives, detonator, removal of soil, dewatering chages etc. The 
employer will supply meterial for blasting, drilling of holes and dewatering facilities. 

6. The minimum rates of wages payable to disabled employees shall be the same as payable to 
workers of the appropriate category.
